poultry house is not insulated, a 
rear rafter ventilator will help 
crass currents, of air, which will 
drive out of the house the hot air 
which accumulates under the roof. 
Remove Glass Windows 
It Just might be wise to remove 
glass windows rom your poultry 
house, or arrange them to prevent 
the sun from shining on the glass 
and futher radiating heat into the 
building in warm weather. 
Egg size as well as production 
can be affected badly by extreme 
heat. 
Good 
ventilation provides 
greater comfort and better health, 
and will be reflected in the size of 
your egg yield. 
During the past few years, there 
has been a gradual drop in num­ 
bers of pigs vaccinated against hog 
cholera, according to the U S. De­ 
partment of Agriculture. 
Fear Serum Shortage 
Many swine breeders and farm 
organizations have expressed con­ 
cern over this reported down-trend. 
They are fearful that a continued 
decline in vaccinations — and con­ 
sequently in the production of vac­ 
cine — might leave the industry 
without enough hog-cholera serum 
to combat an extensive outbreak, if 
one should occur.

Must Maintain Supply 
The hog-cholera serum market­ 
ing agreement and order adminis­ 
tered by USDA required that com­ 
mercial producers of serum have 
available on May I each year not 
less than 40 per cent of the amount 
of serum they sold tile previous 
year. 
Hog cholera was first reported. 
in the United States 120 years ago 
and now occurs in every state, al­ 
though it is more prevalent in the 
Midwest and South where hogs are 
raised in large numbers.

Once an item for higher cost 
homes only, ceramic tile is being 
used today in many ways by the 
busy home handyman. Technical 
improvements in adhesives are re­ 
sponsible for broadening the handy­ 
man’s use of tile. 
A quality adhesive, which meets 
standards set by the U. 8. De­ 
partment of Commerce, can be 
used virtually over any backing 
if the surface is smooth and firm. 
In question and answer form, 
here are some helpful hints for 
tiling 
Jobs 
around 
the 
home: 
Q. What surfaces need priming? 
A. Base surfaces in any area 
affected by water or steam should 
always be primed. When tile is 
applied over gypsum wallboard, 
all Joints must be taped and all 
seams 
primed. 
In showers, 
at 
least two priming coats are re­ 
quired, brushed on at right angles 
to each other. 
Q. What preliminary steps need 
to be taken? 
A. Waterproof all fixture* and 
protruding 
pipes with adhesive. 
If the adhesive is going over wall­ 
board or other material In sheets, 
all corners should be plugged with 
adhesive. 
Placing TU* 
Q. How should the placing of 
tile be started? 
A. Always start with the bottom 
row after establishing a level line 
with a level and straight edge. 
Q. Should the tile be soaked? 
A. That depends on the grout 


time* a day is another method to 
help cut down the number of 
cracks. Reducing the number of 
eggs carried in a basket is Im­ 
portant. 
Some poultrymen only 
haLf-fill egg baskets. 
Studies show filling baskets too 
full increases the number of cracked 
eggs. When carrying avoid bumping 
baskets against joors, and put bas­ 
kets down carefully. 
Adjustment of the egg grad­ 
er and the way eggs are handled 
into cases are factors, too. Use 
of clean sound packing material 
and cases will help eliminate some 
of the problems. Drive carefully 
if eggs are delivered to market, 
and load the cases on the front 
end of the truck if possible.

you use. With some, soaking Is 
not required. With others, wall 
tile should be soaked in clean 
water for an hour before installa­ 
tion, then drained. Floor tiles do 
not have to be soaked. 
Q. 
How 
are 
wall

set? 
A. For the bottom row, spread 
adhesive thinly on the back of each 
tile and place it firmly against the 
wall with a twisting motion. Avoid 
using too much adhesive; It may 
ooze up between the Joints. After 
the first row, 
spread 
adhesive 
thinly over several square feet 
at a time as you proceed. 
Making Cut* 
Q How are round and Irregular 
cuts made? 
A. To fit tiles around fixtures, 
cut the tile on a line centered 
vertically with the fixture. Use a 
glass cutter for this. Now break 
off parts of each half with plier* 
to the shape of the required open­ 
ing. Take small bites with the 
pliers. Shape the cut and smooth 
any rough edges with a carborun­ 
dum stone. 
Q. How are Joints between tiles 
filled? 
A. Let the work set for 24 hours, 
then soak the Joints with a wet 
sponge at least four times at five- 
minute intervals. Then slowly mix 
a quart of commercial ceramic 
tile grout with water to the con­ 
sistency of cream. Let it stand for 
IO minutes, then remix it and ap­ 
ply it to the Joints with a sponge. 
Q. How 
is excess grout re­ 
moved? 
A. 
Remove it with a damp 
sponge or cloth, then polish the 
finished work with a dry cloth. 
The grouted joints should be wet 
down with a sponge several times 
during the next three or four days 
so the grout will set properly. 
Suitable Flooring 
Q What kind of flooring is suit­ 
able for tiiing? 
A. All flooring surfaces must be 
In good condition, firm, smooth 
and free from moisture. They in­ 
clude 
level 
and 
true 
concrete 
slabs, wood floors in good condi­ 
tion and ^i-inch exterior type ply­ 
wood over a subfloor. 
Q. What is the procedure for 
setting floor tile? 
A. Prime the surface and spread 
the adhesive thinly. Set sheets of 
tile in place with the papered sur­ 
face up. Let the tile set one hour, 
then wet the paper. It will come 
off easily. Floor tile should be al­ 
lowed to 6et for one day before 
grouting. 
Floor 
^ile, 
however, 
should not be soaked before grout­ 
ing. The grout itself should consist 
of one part waterproof portland 
cement and one part finely screened 
sand. Use enough water to make 
the mixture workable. The grout 
should be spread over the tile* 
and forced into Joints with a squee­ 
gee. To remove execs* grout, use 
a coarse cloth. 


best results. The desired effect 
should be considered beforehand, 
and the features of the room in 
which paneling is to be installed 
should be studied. 
Experiment with color* on a 
piece of waste wood before start­ 
ing a paneling job. Each piece of 
paneling should be colored prior 
to its installation on the wall. This 
eliminates streaks left by running 
paint and avoids ray corn era or 
edges where brushes will not reach 
after the paneling Is in place. 
Also store the wood on the cite 
for about IO days, separating each 
board with sticks, to allow air to 
circulate freely around each piece 
of 
paneling. 
This permits 
the 
lumber to adjust to the atmospheric 
conditions of the room. 
Sanding Is Important 
Important to the final finish is 
a sanding. Each piece should be 
sanded carefully to remove all 
superficial marks, dirt and rough 
spots 
before 
color 
is 
applied 
Care in finishing at each step 
will pay dividends in^the beauty 
and durability of the job. 
lf a room does not have good 
natural illumination, lighter woods 
should be used 
For well lighted 
rooms, darker woods may be used. 
Lighter w'oods in the western pine 
group 
include 
ponderosa 
pine, 
Idaho white pine and sugar pine 
Other light woods include white fir, 
Ridgepole 
pine 
and 
Englemann 
spruce. Rich, darker effects can 
be achieved with inland red cedar, 
incense cedar or larch. 
Allow Paint To D ry 
In 
experimenting 
with 
waste 
wood, allow the stain or paint to 
dry. Then look at it in the light 
it will receive when the paneling 
is in place. Keep one thing In 
mind — when the room is paneled,’ 
the 
finish 
will appear slightly 
darker. 
The paint or stain to be used I 
should be brushed liberally right 
onto the wood, using long strokes 
with the grain. Then, with a soft 
cloth, whpe it off. The length of 
time the pigment remains on the 
wood before wiping will determine 
the depth of color. 
To enrich the effect of knots, 
some expert wood finishers prefer 


to huff the knot* lightly with steel 
wool after wiping off the paint or 
stain. 
Tricks From The Expert* 
Another trick used by experts 
is to dust powdered color over the 
natural tiny pockets found around 
knots. Gold or aluminum dust will 
highlight 
the 
varied shapes of 
knots. Bright reds and blues, dust­ 
ed in deftly but lightly, also will 
accent knots. Actual dabs of paint 
also may be applied but they should 
be wiped off quickly. 
Use of more than one color per­ 
mits alternate methods of applica­ 
tion. Harmonious colors may be 
applied in alternate vertical stroke 
wiping down the grain while It is 
still wet. The wipe-down action 
blends th* edges of the colors, re­ 
sulting in ripples of alternating 
colors in a pleasant gradation. 
Two colors, one on top of an­ 
ther, also may be used. For a 
driftwood finish, 
each piece is 
coated first with a dull green stain 
which is wiped off evenly at once. 
After It has dried, the paneling La 
painted with a neutral gray, and 
the gray is wiped off more thor­ 
oughly at the edges than in the 
center. 
An uneven gradation is achieved. 
The green shows through more at 
the edges than in the center. Be­ 
cause the grain is visible, the 
paneling has th* appearance of 
mossy driftwood. 
Other color recipes include mix­ 
ing equal parts of chrome green 
and chrome yellow in oil with a 
mineral spirts thinner. Brush the 
mixture on the wood, then wipe it 
off. After the desired color is ob­ 
tained, let the paneling dry thor­ 
oughly. Then finish it as desired, 
with clear varnish, shellac, lac­ 
quer or w’ax.

CHAPPAQUA, N Y. — Since the 
end of World War II we've moved 
into an era of magic gardening. 
Today, 
by 
means 
of chemical 
sprays, dusts and broadcast appli­ 
cations, we gardeners can control 
weeds, destroy pests, apply fertil­ 
izers, stimulate or inhibit plant 
growth. 
This is all very pleasant, par­ 
ticularly since most homeowner* 
are do-it-yourself grounds-keepers 
Although the magic chemicals can 
be a boon and a work-saver for 
the gardener, they also demand 
some study — and plenty of pre­ 
cautions. 
Two things have changed in my 
gardening life since the advent of 
chemistry: A protective pair of rub­ 
ber gloves is an important item in 
my gardening wardrobe, and I’ve 
added a cabinet — with a lock 
— to the wall of the garage to 
hold my anti-weed and anti-bug 
nostrums. 
Ifs every gardener for himself 
on the subject of the newer chem­ 
ical controls 
Cynthia 
Weatcott, 
whose "Gardener’s Bug Book ” Is 
a standard reference for the ama­ 
teur gardener, estimated in 1955 
that there were some 32.000 pesti­ 
cide* registered — a figure which 
certainly has Increased considera­ 
bly. These are designed to dispatch 
over 10.000 kind* of domestic in­ 
sect* harmful to plants. (There are 
another 100,000 or to kinds in North 
America which are either harmless 
or helpful — and many of these 
ar* being killed off. too, by these 
efficient killer-chemical*.) 
Obviously, to know everything 
about this wide variety of insecti­ 
cides is almost impossible 
The 
best most of us can do is to get a 
good book on the subject, use it 
carefully, and read labels. 
There are some rules to be ob­ 
served in the use of the chemical 


work-en ver*. 
First, of course, is the matter 
of safety. Find out before opening 
the container w'hether it would be 
dangerous to touch or Inhale the 
material. Remember, most of these 
things are poison. Second, take pre­ 
cautions so neither children not 
pet* could be injured. Be very 
careful how you dispose of con­ 
tainers (burning sometime* make* 
poisonous fumes, so check against 
that) and always be sure the con­ 
tainers are clearly labeled. 
Consider Other Matter* 
Even after taking precautions, 
there are other matter* to consid­ 
er One is how the plant-will reset 
to a spray designed to kill the 
plant's pests. Dr. Westcott men­ 
tions, for instance, severe damage 
to roae foliage wher the area of 
the beds was sprayed with DDT 
to control mosquitoes. It wasn't th# 
DDT that did the damage, but the 
oil solvent in the spray mixture. 
Generally speaking 
lf you are 
not prepared to do some careful 
research on the use of chemicals 
in the garden, it is wiser to stick 
to old-fashioned methods and rem­ 
edies 
Cultivating controls some insect*. 
By changing the location of certain 
plants from year to year, it is 
possible to keep then, from multi­ 
plying furiously. Frequent cuitlva- 
tion of the soil keep* down weed* 
and aLso the insect population. 
And one of the benefits from dig­ 
ging deeply over a vegetable gar­ 
den in the fall i* that it turns up 
larvae and cocoons to be killed by 
freezing weather. 
And by all means burn Infected, 
or possibly infected, garden de­ 
bris. Dried peony leaves and stalk* 
may harbor botrytis, dried iris 
spears may conceal the borer; hol­ 
lyhock and phlox may carry fungus 
spores.

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High Moisture Grain Called 


Harvest Problem By Zettle

High m oisture content in sm all 
grain is a No. I problem for m any 
Pennsylvania farm ers at harvest 
time. 
There are two possible solutions. 
F arm ers m ay let the grain stand 
in the field until the m oisture con­ 
test drops to 14 per cent or low­ 
er, or they m ay harvest at higher 
m oisture levels, and then dry the 
grain artificially. 
Letting the gram stand in the 
field until the m oisture is 14 per 
cent or lower has som e disadvan­ 
tages. It m eans the grain m ust 
stand in the field for a week or 
ten days after It is m ature. Each 
day the crop stands after m aturity 
m eans loss from shattering, m ore 
trouble with 
weeds and legum e 
growth, and greater ru»ka of lodg­ 
ing 
Artificial Drying 
Tests have shown that shattering 
and m achine losses are lowest whe 
m oisture content of the gram is 
around 18 or 20 per cent. At this 
high m oisture level, the grain must 
be 
dried 
artificially 
to 
insure 
against spoilage. 
The grain can be dried either 
w.th heated or unheated air. Sys­ 
tem s using unheated air are less 
expensive and require less super­ 
vision. but they also are slower in 
drvm g the giain and are depen­ 
dent on w eather cond.lions. Hea*er 
air system* ha-,e a higher drying 
capacity per fan horsepower. 
Special bm* or structures are 
not needed for drying sm all grain 
as long as there ta an e\en flow 
of air through the gram . But the 
dea.gn of a drying system depends 
on m anv condition*. 
Drying C oats Vary 
Drying costs vary widely, depend 
mg on equipm ent and m oisture 
content For small grain they may 
range from less than 2 cent* a 
bushel to m ore than IO cents. 
Now that warm weather, the sea­ 
son of heavy w ater use. is ap­ 
proaching. farm ers are urged to 
give their electric w ater system s 
the care that will forestall m any 
a hot-w eather breakdown. 
There are s.x item s to be checked 
or adjusted at regular intervals on 
most electric water systems to keep 
them working smoothly to avoid 
breakdowns, lf directions from the 
m anufacturer are not obtainable 
and the owner does not know how­ 
to check these th.nzs himself, it 
will pay to call rn a reliable serv­ 
icem an;

If the packing in the Miffing 
box is too tight It will cause the 
pum p to run hard, lf It is too loose 
1 It will cause excessive leakage, 
j The cap on the end of the stuff­ 
ing box is an adjustm ent for tight- 
jenlng the packing.

wiped from the outside of the motor 
and all ventilation openings cleaned 
out.

Careful Of F.xpoaure 
Most electric w ater system s In 
general use were not built to with­ 
stand constant exposure to outside 
weather. Rain, wind, freezing tem ­ 
peratures, and sunshine will cause 
dam age and hasten deterioration. 
A well-built pum phouse will repay 
its cost in increased life of the 
system. 
Not th at cattie and sheep are 
moving onto lush pastures, farm ers 
need to keep a special alert for 
signs of bloat and be ready to take 
prom pt em ergency m e a s u r e s 
against it.
